ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 


MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1924. 


I  HAVE  the  honour  herewith  to  present  the  Twenty- 
eighth  Annual  Keport  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  the  County  Council  of  Northamptonshire.  The 
report  follows  on  the  lines  of  its  immediate  predecessors,  and 
supplementary  reports  are  appended  thereto,  relating  to 
Dispensary  and  other  Treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  to 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work,  by  the  Medical  Officers 
in  charge  of  those  duties  under  the  Public  Health  Department 
of  the  County  Council. 

During  the  year,  there  were  three  Local  Inquiries  held 
by  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  respect  of  matters  for 
public  health  purposes,  particulars  of  which  are  set  out 
herewith  : —

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This  last  inquiry  was  with  regard  to  necessary  improve¬ 
ments  at  the  sewage  disposal  works  of  the  Market  Harborough 
Urban  District  in  Leicestershire,  which  are  situated  in  the 
Parish  of  Sutton  Bassett,  on  the  Northamptonshire  side  of 
the  river  Welland,  and  included  in  the  Oxendon  Rural 
District. 

The  year  was  made  notable  by  the  passage  of  the  Thames 
Conservancy  Act,  1924,  and  the  consequent  manner  in 
which  certain  areas  of  the  County  are  affected  thereby.  Under 
the  Thames  Conservancv  Act  of  1894,  the  Conservators  had 
powers  conferred  upon  them  for  preserving  and  maintaining 
the  purity  of  the  water  of  the  river  Thames  and  its  tributaries, 
and  in  exercise  of  those  powers — within  the  areas  named  in 
the  Act — they  continuously  supervised  all  towns,  villages 
and  centres  of  population  where  any  system  of  sewage  treat¬ 
ment  was  or  was  not  in  operation,  as  well  as  maintaining 
surveillance  of  manufacturing  and  other  premises,  farms, 
and  private  houses  the  sewage  of  which  might  pass  into  any 
tributary  of  the  river.  The  Counties  named  in  the  1894 
Act  were  Hertfordshire,  Middlesex,  Buckinghamshire,  Oxford¬ 
shire,  Wiltshire,  Gloucestershire,  Berkshire,  Surrey  and 
Hampshire.  It  was  sought  in  the  Bill  presented  to  Parliament 
last  year,  which  was  mainly  in  respect  of  financial  and  navi¬ 
gation  requirements,  to  endeavour  to  secure  an  extension  of 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Conservators  in  respect  of  pollution 
over  the  entire  watershed  of  the  Thames,  however  remote, 
and  in  this  the  promoters  were  successful.  The  six  additional 
Counties  thus  drawn  in  were  Northamptonshire,  Warwick¬ 
shire,  Worcestershire,  East  and  West  Sussex  and 
Bedfordshire. 

The  promoters  were  not  successful,  however,  in  securing 
from  Parliament  annual  contributions  by  these  last  and  some 
other  counties  towards  the  expenses  of  the  Conservators  in 
their  supervision  of  sources  of  pollution  therein.  The 
immediate  local  effect  of  the  additional  powders  given  to  the 
Thames  Conservators,  under  the  new  Act,  is  to  bring  all 
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sources  of  sewage  pollution  of  tlie  River  Cherwell  and  its 
tributaries  within  the  Rural  Districts  of  Brackley,  Daventry 
and  Middleton  Cheney  under  the  immediate  surveillance  of 
that  body.  As  has  been  reported  previously,  a  good  deal 
of  work  has  been  done  in  these  districts  within  recent  vears 
towards  abating  sewage  pollution  from  the  various  parishes, 
and  this  work  would  have  been  completed  but  for  the  inter¬ 
vention  of  the  War  and  the  consequent  labour  dislocations. 
At  the  time,  when  the  Thames  Conservancy  Bill  was  before 
Parliament,  there  were  serious  large  pollutions  in  only  three 
parishes,  namely,  at  Middleton  Cheney,  Bvfield  and  Kings 
Sutton  ;  in  respect  of  the  first  two  of  these  action  had  been 
already  taken  towards  the  carrying  out  of  sewage  disposal 
schemes,  but  the  Brackley  Rural  District  Council  had  decided 
against  the  immediate  execution  of  the  scheme  for  Kings 
Sutton  on  the  ground  of  expense.  I  was  able,  in  evidence, 
to  show  that  pressure  had  been  exercised  to  obtain  a  revocation 
of  this  decision,  and  that  as  a  final  measure  the  Public  Health, 
&c.  Committee  had  recommended  the  County  Council  to 
serve  a  notice  on  the  Brackley  Rural  District  Council,  under 
the  Rivers  Pollution  Act,  for  the  abatement  of  pollution  by 
sevage  in  the  parish  of  Kings  Sutton.  As  the  decision  to 
extend  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Conservators  to  the  watersheds 
of  the  tributaries  of  the  Thames,  within  the  six  additional 
counties,  had  been  arrived  at  before  the  date  of  the  Council 
meeting  at  which  this  recommendation  could  be  adopted,  it 
was  withdrawn  for  further  consideration  by  the  Public  Health, 
&c.,  Committee.  It  was  felt  that  in  the  future  it  would  be 
desirable,  and  probably  in  the  interests  of  the  local  authority, 
for  some  form  of  co-operation  to  be  brought  about  between 
the  County  Council  and  the  Thames  Conservators,  rather 
than  that  these  two  bodies  should  act  independently  in  respect 
of  abatement  of  pollution  by  sewage  within  the  watershed 
of  the  River  Cherwell,  in  view  of  the  known  fact  that  the 
standard  of  purity  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  in  areas 
where  they  have  had  jurisdiction  is  much  higher  than  that 
adopted  by  any  authority  enforcing  the  River  Pollution 
Prevention  Acts. 
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Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  were 
received  approximately  about  the  time  that  they  usually  are, 
but  the  completed  report  for  the  Urban  District  of  Kettering 
had  not  come  to  hand  by  the  time  it  was  necessary  for  the 
manuscript  of  this  report  to  be  sent  to  the  printers.  The 
causation  of  delay,  in  respect  of  the  Kettering  report,  was 
practically  due  to  the  very  great  pressure  imposed  on  the 
whole  of  the  public  health  staff  of  that  district  by  the  out¬ 
break  of  Small-pox,  which  commenced  early  in  the  current 
yrear  and  is  still  the  cause  of  anxiety  in  the  area.

Area  and  Population. 

Area.  The  area  of  the  Administrative  County  remains 
the  same,  and,  as  in  the  year  1923,  is  now  divided  into  thirteen 
Urban  Districts  ha  vine;  a  combined  area  of  42,788  acres  and 
sixteen  Rural  Districts  containing  538,891  acres,  making  a 
total  area  for  the  County  of  581 ,679  acres. 

Population.  According  to  the  estimate  of  the  Registrar 
General,  in  respect  of  the  year  1924,  the  population  of  the 
Administrative  County  is  taken  as  being  215,200,  or  an 
increase  of  869  persons  on  the  immediately  preceding  year. 

For  the  years  1916-1923,  the  Registrar- General  deemed 
it  advisable  to  issue  two  estimates  of  population  for  the 
Administrative  County — -one  for  purposes  of  Birth-rate 
calculation  and  the  other  for  Death-rate  calculation— the 
former  allowing  for  an  increase  over  the  latter  owing  to  the 
changing  number  in  the  troops  at  Weedon  Barracks.  This 
differentiation  has  been  discontinued  for  the  year  1924,  due 
presumably  to  the  more  stationary  conditions  now  existing 
at  the  Barracks. 

Births. 

During  the  year  1924,  3,494  births  were  registered  as 
against  3,686  in  the  year  1923 — a  decrease  of  192  as  compared 
with  decreases  of  189  and  291  in  the  vears  1923  and  1922 
respectively.  The  birth-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was 
16*23  as  against  17*15  for  the  year  1923,  and  as  against  an 
average  rate  of  17*65  for  the  ten  years  1914-23  ;  the  rates 
lor  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  periods  being  18*8,  19*7, 
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and  20*9  respectively.  The  birth-rate  for  the  Administrative 
County  shows  a  decrease  of  0’92  as  compared  with  the  year 
1923,  England  and  Wales  showing  an  almost  like  decrease, 
viz.,  0*9. 

During  the  year  1924,  the  Combined  Urban  Districts  had 
1,610  births  and  the  Combined  Rural  Districts  had  1,884 
births.  There  was  an  excess  for  the  whole  Administrative 
County  of  126  male  births  over  female  births  as  against 
similar  excesses  of  132  and  93  respectively  for  the  years  1923 
and  1922. 

The  average  birth-rate  of  the  whole  Administrative  County 
per  1,000  of  population,  and  of  the  Combined  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts  respectively  for  the  years  1915-24  is  shown  in  the 
following  table,  together  with,  for  purposes  of  comparison, 
the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales  : —

In  the  Gretton  and  Oxendon  Rural  Districts  the  deaths 
exceeded  the  births. 

The  birth-rates  varied  in  the  Urban  Districts  from  7*8  per 
1,000  of  the  population  in  the  Oundle  District  to  19*7  per 
1,000  in  the  Finedon  District,  and  in  the  Rural  Districts  the 
variation  was  from  10  *0  per  1,000  in  the  Gretton  District  to 
24*6  per  1,000  in  the  Easton-on-the-Hill  District.

Deaths. 

General  Mortality.  The  deaths  allocated  to  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  County  for  the  year  1924  amounted  to  2,494 — an 
increase  of  19  on  the  number  for  1923- — of  which  1,101  belonged 
to  the  Combined  Urban  Districts  and  1,393  to  the  Combined 
Rural  Districts. 

The  male  deaths  exceeded  the  female  deaths  by  31  in  the 
Combined  Urban  Districts  and  by  25  in  the  Combined  Rural 
Districts. 

For  the  whole  Administrative  County,  the  General 
Mortality  rate  for  the  year  1924  was  11-58  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  which  is  very  slightly  higher  than  for  the  year 
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1923  when  it  was  11*54,  but  lower  by  1*05  than  the  average 
rate  for  the  ten  years  1914-23. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  1924  was  12*2, 
as  against  1T6  for  the  year  1923,  and  as  against  an  average 
rate  of  13*7  for  the  ten  year  period  above  mentioned.  The 
rate  for  the  Administrative  County  as  compared  with  England 
and  Wales,  for  the  year  1924  was,  therefore,  lower  by  0*62, 
and  for  the  ten  years  1914-23  was  lower  by  T10  per  1,000 
of  the  population. 

Table  I.  at  the  end  of  this  report  shows  the  distribution  and 
causes  of  death  in  the  several  Districts,  and  Table  II.  shows 
the  causes  of  death  at  different  periods  of  life  in  the  whole 
Administrative  County,  for  the  year  1924.

Infantile  Mortality.  I  am  very  pleased  to  be  able  to 
report  that  the  rate  for  infantile  mortality  for  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  County  is  greatly  below  that  of  any  other  year  on 
record,  and  considerably  below  the  average  for  the  ten  years 
1914-23. 

The  rate  for  1924  was  52  per  1,000  births;  for  1923  it  was 
61,  and  for  the  last  mentioned  ten  year  period  it  was  71. 

For  England  and  Wales  the  rate  for  1924  was  75  ;  for  the 
year  1923  it  was  69,  and  for  the  ten  years  1914-23  it  was 
89  per  1,000  births. 

Fifteen  deaths  occurred  from  Infantile  Diarrhoea  in  the 
Administrative  County  during  the  year  1924,  as  against  22. 
deaths  in  the  year  1923. 
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Oundle  Urban  District  and  Crick  Rural  District  had  no 
infantile  mortality  during  the  year  1924. 

The  average  infantile  death-rate  for  the  whole  Adminis¬ 
trative  County  per  1,000  births,  and  of  the  Combined  Urban 
and  Rural  Districts  respectively,  for  the  years  1915-24,  is 
shown  in  the  following  table  together  with,  for  purposes  of 
comparison,  the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales, 
and  for  the  large  towns,  taken  from  the  Registrar-General’s 
returns.

Tuberculosis  Mortality.  Exactly  300  cases  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  were  notified  during  the  year  1924,  being  an  increase 
of  19  on  the  year  1923,  but  lower  by  29  than  the  average  for 
the  five  years  1919-23. 


Of  the  cases  during  the  year  1924,173  were  in  the  Combined 
Urban  Districts,  and  127  in  the  Combined  Rural  Districts. 


The  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  were  almost 
identical  with  the  number  for  the  year  1923,  being  196  as 
against  197,  the  Combined  Urban  Districts  having  108  deaths 
and  the  Combined  Rural  Districts  88  deaths.  The  mortality 
rate  was  0*91  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  the 
same  rate  for  the  year  1923,  the  rates  for  these  years  being 
the  lowest  for  the  last  fourteen  years  with  the  exception  of 
the  year  1922  when  it  was  0-88.  The  average  mortality-rate 
for  the  five  years  1914-18  was  D35,  and  for  the  five  years 
1919-23  it  was  0-97  ;  this  steady  decline  in  mortality  is 
'gratifying.

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Particulars  with  regard  to  such  of  the  insured,  non-insured, 
and  ex-service  new  cases  as  came  under  the  notice  of  the 
County  Tuberculosis  Officer  are  given  by  him  in  his  report, 
which  is  included  as  Appendix  I.  of  this  report. 

I  have  furnished  the  Ministry  of  Health  with  a  Summary 
of  the  notifications  under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1912,  for  the  period  30th  December,  1923,  to 
3rd  January,  1925,  similar  to  summaries  sent  in  previous 
years.

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Respiratory  Diseases  Mortality. — (Bronchitis  and 
Pneumonia). — The  deaths  from  these  diseases  during  the 
year  1924  amounted  to  291  as  against  281  in  the  year  1923, 
and  as  against  an  average  of  318  for  the  ten  years  1914-23. 
The  average  for  the  first  five  of  these  years  was  354  and  for 
the  second  five  years  283.  The  mortality  rate  for  the  year 
1924  was  1-35  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  against  1-31  for 
the  year  1923,  and  as  against  an  average  rate  of  1*53  for  the 
ten  years  1914-23.  In  th§  Combined  Urban  Districts  during  the 
year  1923  there  were  135  deaths,  and  in  the  Combined  Rural 
Districts  there  were  156  deaths.  Raunds  Urban  District  was 
the  only  District  escaping  mortality  from  these  diseases 
during  the  year  1924.

The  prevalence  of  influenza  and  the  inclemency  of  the 
Summer  months  cannot  be  excluded  as  predisposing  causes 
for  the  higher  rate  of  mortality  due  to  these  diseases  during  the 
past  year.  . 

Cancer  Mortality.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this 
disease  during  the  year  1924  amounted  to  282,  121  belonging 
to  the  Combined  Urban  Districts  and  161  to  the  Combined 
Rural  Districts.  Of  the  total  deaths,  118  were  of  males — 
Urban  52,  Rural  66 — -and  164  of  females — Urban  69,  Rural 
95.  The  total  mortality  for  1923  was  294 — -141  males  and 
153  females,  and  the  average  mortality  for  the  ten  years 
1914-23  was  268 — males  121,  females  147. 

The  total  mortality  rate  from  this  disease  for  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  County  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  year  1924 
was  1-31,  against  1*37  for  the  year  1923,  and  as  against  an 
average  rate  of  1-28  for  the  ten  years  1914-23.  Similarly, 
for  the  Combined  Urban  Districts  the  rates  were  1-19,  1*22, 
and  1-16,  and  for  the  Combined  Rural  Districts  1*41,  1-50  and 
1.39  respectively. 

In  respect  of  sex  mortality,  the  Administrative  Countv 
had  a  male  rate  of  0*54  per  1,000  of  the  total  population 
against  0-65  for  the  year  1923,  and  as  against  an  average 
rate  of  0  -57  for  the  above  ten  year  period  ;  similarly  the  female 
rates  were  0*76, 0-71,  and  0-70  respectively.  For  the  Combined 
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Urban  Districts  for  the  same  periods  the  rates  for  males  were 
0-51,  0*59  and  0-55,  and  for  females  0*67,  0-63  and  0*61 ;  and 
for  the  Combined  Rural  Districts  the  rates  for  males  were 
0-58,  0-71,  and  0-60,  and  for  females  0-83,  0-78  and  0-78 
respectively. 

As  stated  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1923,  the  age  at  which 
this  disease  shows  its  greatest  fatality  is  from  45  years  and 
upwards,  and  the  deaths  in  the  County  at  this  age  period  for 
the  year  1924  amounted  to  93-2  per  cent,  of  the  total  Cancer 
mortality,  as  compared  with  an  average  rate  of  92-9  per  cent, 
for  the  years  1914-23. 

Slightly  less  than  one-ninth  (or  11-3  per  cent.)  of  the  total 
deaths  from  All  Causes  in  the  County  during  the  year  1924 
were  recorded  as  being  due  to  Cancer,  and  this  rate  is  04 
above  that  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  1923,  as 
shown  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Registrar-General  for  that 
year.  The  figures  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  1924 
are  not  yet  published. 

Mid  wives,  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses  and  others  are 
provided  with  printed  instructions  as  to  early  conditions 
which  should  not  be  overlooked  in  relation  to  cancer,  so  that 
prompt  remedial  treatment  in  the  initial  stages  may  be 
obtained. 

General  Zymotic  Mortality.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
from  this  mortality,  which  includes  Small-pox,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Puerperal  Sepsis,  Measles,  Whoop¬ 
ing  Cough  and  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  (under  two  years  of 
age)  amounted  to  59,  as  against  68  for  the  year  1923,  and  as 
against  an  average  of  111  for  the  ten  years  1914-23.  Of  the 
deaths  during  1924,  28  were  in  the  Combined  Urban  Districts 
and  31  in  the  Combined  Rural  Districts.

The  general  zymotic  mortality  rate  for  the  Administrative 
County  was  0-27  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  against  0-31 
for  the  year  1923,  and  as  against  an  average  rate  of  0-53  for 
the  above-mentioned  ten  year  period,  and  is  (with  the  excep- 
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tion  of  the  rate  for  the  year  1922  when  it  was  0-26)  the  lowest 
of  any  year  on  record.  Of  the  59  deaths  which  occurred, 
Diphtheria  was  responsible  for  16  and  Diarrhoea,  &c.  (under 
two  years  of  age)  15.  The  following  Districts  all  escaped 
mortality  from  these  zymotic  diseases,  during  the  year  1924  : — * 
Brackley  Borough,  Daventry  Borough,  Burton  Latimer, 
Finedon,  Irthlingborough  and  Oundle  Urban  Districts,  and 
Crick,  Easton-on-the-Hill,  Gretton,  Oundle,  and  Oxendon 
Rural  Districts. 

The  mortality  rate  for  the  chief  notifiable  diseases,  viz. 
Small-pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  and 
Puerperal  Sepsis  was  0*15  per  1,000  of  the  population  against 
0*11  for  the  year  1923,  and  as  against  an  average  rate  of  0.24 
for  the  ten  years  1914-23.  The  total  number  of  notifications 
of  above-mentioned  diseases,  and  inclusive  of  63  cases  of 
Erysipelas,  amounted  to  1,304,  which  gives  a  case  rate  of  6-05 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  against  5.45  in  the  year  1923, 
and  as  against  an  average  rate  of  3-98  for  the  ten  years  1914- 
23.  Of  these  notified  cases,  33  were  fatal  as  against  24  and 
15  respectively  for  the  years  1923  and  1922.  Scarlet  Fever 
was  responsible  for  more  than  78  per  cent,  of  the  above 
notifications.  (See  Table  III.  at  end  of  Report).

Special  Zymotic  Diseases  and  Mortality. 

Small  Pox.  Inasmuch  as  the  cases  of  small-pox  notified 
in  England  and  Wales  during  the  year  amounted  to  3,764, 
as  against  2,483  in  the  year  1923,  and  cases  occurred  in  five 
of  the  Counties  adjoining  Northamptonshire,  it  became  less 
likely  that  this  County  would  maintain  its  immunity  from 
invasion  by  the  disease  ;  it  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that 
this  probability  has  been  materialised  early  in  the  current 
year.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  an  improvement  in  the 
vaccination  rate  for  the  County  will  result  therefrom. 

Notifications  were  received  from  Port  Sanitary  Authorities 
as  to  two  persons  who  had  been  travelling  on  small-pox 
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infected  ships,  and  were  proceeding  to  places  of  destination 
in  this  County  ;  such  information  was  promptly  forwarded 
to  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  concerned. 

Owing  to  the  risk  that  a  case  of  small-pox  might  be  mistaken 
for  chicken-pox,  several  of  the  District  Councils  in  the  County 
had  temporarily  made  this  last  named  disease  notifiable 
within  their  areas,  and  during  the  current  year  there  has  been, 
on  my  recommendation,  a  further  extension  of  this  desirable 
precaution.  The  Hardingstone  Rural  District  is  the  only 
one,  however,  in  which  chicken-pox  had  been  previously 
made  permanently  notifiable. 

Scarlet  Fever.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  total 
number  of  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  the  year  1924 
as  compared  with  the  year  1923,  there  being  1,026  cases  against 
966  cases  ;  this  is  the  highest  number  of  notifications  since 
the  year  1905,  and  is  considerably  in  excess  of  the  average 
number  (371)  for  the  ten  years  1914-23.  The  total  scarlet 
fever  prevalence  was  equal  to  a  sickness  rate  of  0-47  per  cent, 
of  the  population  as  against  0.45  per  cent,  in  1923  ;  the  rate 
in  the  Combined  Urban  Districts  and  in  the  Combined  Rural 
Districts  was  0-60  and  0*36  of  their  respective  populations. 

The  Districts  with  the  largest  number  of  cases  were  Ketter¬ 
ing  Urban  (428),  Northampton  Rural  (88)  Wellingborough 
Rural  (80),  Kettering  Rural  (71),  Hardingstone  Rural  (38), 
Daventry  Borough  (35),  and  Daventry  Rural  (34). 

Bearing  in  mind  the  prevalence  of  this  disease  it  is  pleasing 
to  find  that  only  five  deaths  occurred,  giving  a  mortality  rate 
of  0-48  per  cent,  of  the  notified  cases,  against  a  mortality  rate 
of  0-62  per  cent,  for  the  year  1923.  This  may  be  taken  to  be 
confirmatory  evidence  of  the  generally  mild  nature  of  the 
disease,  as  reported  from  all  parts  of  the  County. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup.  I  regret  to 
report  that  there  was  a  serious  increase  in  the  prevalence  of 
these  diseases,  there  being  185  cases  notified  as  against  105 
cases  during  the  year  1923.  Though  much  higher  than  for 
each  of  the  years  1922  and  1923,  the  number  of  cases  for  the 
year  1924  is,  however,  well  below  the  average  of  337  for  the 
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ten  years  1914-23.  The  Combined  Urban  Districts  with  55 

J 

cases  had  a  sickness  rate  of  0*54  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
the  Combined  Rural  Districts  had  130  cases  and  a  rate  of  1-14, 
while  the  rate  for  the  whole  Administrative  County  was  0-85 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  Sixteen  deaths  occurred — eight 
each  in  the  Combined  Urban  Districts  and  Combined  Rural 
Districts.  The  comparative  severity  of  the  cases,  as  indicated 
by  the  mortalities,  is  shown  by  the  death-rates  of  8-64  per 
cent,  of  the  cases  for  the  whole  Administrative  County  as 
against  8-57  in  the  year  1923  ;  in  the  Combined  Urban  Dis¬ 
tricts  of  14*54  as  against  8*69  ;  and  in  the  Combined  Rural 
Districts  of  6*15  as  against  8*53  per  cent.  For  the  ten  years 
1914-23  the  Administrative  County  had  a  death-rate  of  11*42 
per  cent,  of  the  cases,  so  that  the  comparative  mortality  for 
1924  was  below  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

The  Districts  with  the  largest  number  of  cases  were 
Thrapston  Rural  (66),  Kettering  Urban  (33),  Kettering  Rural 
(19),  Irthlingborough  Urban  (12),  and  Wellingborough  Rural 
(10). 

Bracklev  Borough,  Burton  Latimer,  Finedon  and  Raunds 
Urban  and  Bracklev,  Crick,  Easton-on-the-Hill,  Gretton  and 
Middleton  Cheney  Rural  were  all  free  from  these  diseases 
during  the  year  1924. 

In  the  Thrapston  Rural  District,  the  chief  centre  of  infection 
appears  to  have  been  at  Woodford,  where  housing  and  scaveng¬ 
ing  conditions  were  most  unsatisfactory.  The  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  reported  clearly  on  this  condition  of  things,  and  a 
decline  in  prevalence  has  certainly  resulted  from  the  measures 
taken  on  his  recommendation. 

Enteric  Fever.  Eighteen  cases  were  notified  in  the 
Administrative  County  during  the  year  1924,  as  against 
twenty-eight  in  the  year  1923,  and  as  against  an  average  of 
twenty  for  the  ten  years  1914-23.  Nine  of  the  cases  were  in 
the  Northampton  Rural  District,  two  in  Higham  Ferrers 
Borough  and  there  were  single  cases  in  Finedon,  Oundle, 
Raunds,  Rushden  and  Wellingborough  Urban  Districts, 
Brixworth  and  Wellingborough  Rural  Districts. 
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There  were  five  deaths — one  each  in  Higham  Ferrers 
Borough,  Raunds  Urban  District,  Hardingstone,  Towcester 
and  Wellingborough  Rural  Districts. 

The  Northampton  Rural  cases  represented  the  close  of  the 
mild  outbreak  at  Berry  Wood  Mental  Hospital  which  com¬ 
menced  in  June,  1923.  The  death  in  the  Hardingstone 
Rural  District  occurred  after  three  days  illness,  and  the 
origin  of  the  disease  was  very  obscure,  as  it  was  also  in 
respect  of  the  case  in  the  Wellingborough  Urban  District. 
With  regard  to  the  two  cases  in  the  Borough  of  Higham 
Ferrers,  it  is  reported  ‘‘  as  practically  certain  that  each  case 
was  imported  from  outside  sources,”  and  the  Oundle  case 
was  imported  from  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

Puerperal  Fever — Puerperal  Sepsis.  Twelve  cases  were 
notified  during  the  year  1924,  as  against  five  cases  in  each  of 
the  years  1923,  1922,  1921  and  1920.  Seven  deaths  occurred 
from  Puerperal  Sepsis  as  against  six  deaths  and  five  deaths 
respectively  in  the  years  1923  and  1922.  Four  of  the  notified 
cases  were  in  the  practice  of  midwives  of  which  two  proved 
fatal. 

Application  was  made  for  the  services  of  a  nurse  in  respect 
of  three  cases — one  each  at  Finedon,  Desborough,  and  at 
Wilbarston  in  the  Oxendon  Rural  District,  and  a  nurse  was 
promptly  sent  in  each  instance,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
County  Council’s  scheme  by  which  the  Northamptonshire 
Nursing  Association  undertakes  the  Nursing  of  such  cases, 
if  required,  when  Measles  is  not  very  prevalent. 

A  detailed  report  on  the  midwives’  cases  appears  in  the 
Lady  Medical  Officer’s  Report  on  the  Inspection  of  Midwives 
(Appendix  II). 

Erysipelas.  Sixty-three  cases  were  notified  as  against 
66  in  the  year  1923,  and  as  against  an  average  of  94  cases  for 
the  ten  years  1914-23.  As  stated  in  my  Annual  Reports  for 
recent  years,  Erysipelas  does  not  now  appear  under  the 
heading  of  “  Causes  of  Death  ”  on  the  list  furnished  by  the 
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Registrar-General,  consequently  I  have  no  information  as  to 
mortality  directly  from  this  cause. 

Measles.  There  was  an  appreciable  decrease  in  Measles 
during  the  year  1924,  and,  according  to  information  furnished 
by  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  on  their  Weekly 
Infectious  Disease  Returns,  prevalences  were  confined  to 
Oundle  Urban  District  and  certain  parishes  in  Brixworth, 
Crick,  Northampton,  Potterspury  and  Towcester  Rural 
Districts,  and  there  were  a  few  cases  in  Raunds  Urban 
District. 

There  were  five  deaths  as  against  fourteen  in  the  year  1923, 
and  as  against  an  average  of  eighteen  for  the  ten  years  1914-23 

As  in  the  year  1923,  no  application  was  received  for  the 
services  of  a  nurse  to  be  supplied  under  the  *arrangements 
which  exist  between  the  County  Council  and  the  Northampton¬ 
shire  Nursing  Association,  and  it  may  be  well  to  set  out  again 
in  detail  the  particulars  as  to  these  arrangements,  which 
have  been  previously  notified  by  me  as  follows  : — 

The  notification  by  letter,  telephone,  or  telegram  of  Measles 
cases  to  be  nursed  must  be  made  to  me  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  District  in  which  the  outbreak  occurs,  and 
I  will  then  at  once  notify  the  Superintendent  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  to  make  arrangements  for  the  cases  to  be  attended. 

Accommodation  for  the  emergency  nurse  in  the  place 
where  the  outbreak  of  Measles  has  occurred  is  to  be  found 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  District  in  conjunction 
with  the  Superintendent. 

All  cases  of  Measles  are  eligible  for  special  nursing  whether 
the  patients  are  members  of  a  local  Nursing  Association  or 
not,  but  where  possible  in  the  case  of  non-members,  payment 


*  These  arrangements  also  extend  to  nursing  of  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough  and  Diarrhoea  in  young  children,  as  well  as  cases  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  Poliomyelitis, 
when  Measles  is  not  very  prevalent. 
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for  treatment  may  be  collected  by  the  County  or  Locat 
Association. 

Whooping  Cough.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the 
amount  of  this  disease  as  compared  with  the  year  1923,  preval¬ 
ences  being  reported  from  Wellingborough  Urban  District, 
and  from  certain  parishes  in  Brackley,  Brixworth,  Daventry, 
Gretton,  Oxendon,  Thrapston  and  Towcester  Rural 
Districts,  and  one  case  each  from  Burton  Latimer  and  Finedon 
Urban  Districts.  The  deaths  were  fewer,  being  six  as  against 
eight  for  the  year  1923  ;  for  the  ten  years  1914-23,  there  was 
an  average  of  23  deaths. 

Chicken  Pox.  In  supplement  to  what  I  have  already 
stated  in  this  Report  under  the  heading  of  Small-pox,  this 
disease  was  compulsorily  notifiable  throughout  the  year 
1924  in  Daventry  Borough,  and  in  Daventry  and  Potterspury 
Rural  Districts,  and  for  portions  of  the  year  in  Kettering 
Urban,  Kettering  and  Northampton  Rural  Districts.  It  is 
permanently  included  as  a  notifiable  disease  in  Hardingstone 
Rural  District. 

The  following  are  the  particulars  as  to  the  number  of  cases 
shewn  on  the  weekly  infectious  disease  returns  by  the  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  for  the  areas  named  : — -Urban  Districts  : 
Daventry  Borough  (35),  Burton  Latimer  (24),  Finedon  (70), 
Kettering  (59).  Rural  Districts  :  Daventry  (29),  Harding¬ 
stone  (37),  Kettering  (16),  Middleton  Cheney  (2),  Northamp¬ 
ton  (21),  Oundle  (15),  Potterspury  (48).  Other  prevalences 
were  also  reported  from  Wellingborough  Urban  District, 
Oxendon  and  Towcester  Rural  Districts,  and  a  few  cases  from 
Oundle  Urban  District. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis.  (Under  two  years  of  age). 
Fifteen  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  1924 — nine  in  the 
Combined  Urban  Districts  and  six  in  the  Combined  Rural 
Districts — as  against  twenty-two  deaths  in  the  year  1923, 
and  as  against  an  average  of  seventeen  deaths  for  the  ten. 
years  1914-23. 
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Influenza.  Prevalences  of  this  disease  were  recorded  in? 
Desborough,  Finedon,  Oundle  and  Rothwell  Urban  Districts, 
and  in  certain  parishes  in  each  of  the  Rural  Districts  with  the 
exception  of  Gretton,  Oxendon  and  Wellingborough.  The 
increased  prevalence  during  the  year  1924  was  shown  also 
in  the  large  increase  in  mortality  from  this  disease,  there 
being  102  deaths,  as  against  37  deaths  in  the  year  1923. 
Though  higher  than  in  any  of  the  immediately  preceding  four 
years,  the  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  1924  was  below 
the  average  (115)  for  the  ten  years  1914-23. 

Pneumonia.  (Acute  Primary  and  Acute  Influenzal). 
There  was  a  slight  increase  in  notifications  of  this  disease, 
there  being  173  cases  against  159  cases  in  the  year  1923. 
This  number  is,  however,  well  below  the  average  for  the  five 
years  1919-23  which  was  189.  Of  the  cases  during  1924,  74 
were  in  the  Combined  Urban  Districts  and  99  in  the  Combined 
Rural  Districts.  No  cases  were  notified  from  Higham  Ferrers 
Borough,  Finedon  Urban  District,  Brackley,  Easton-on-the- 
Hill,  Middleton  Cheney  and  Thrapston  Rural  Districts. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Pneumonia 
amounted  to  103, — 52  in  the  Combined  Urban  Districts  and  51 
in  the  Combined  Rural  Districts,  as  against  115  in  the  year 
1923,  and  as  against  an  average  of  122  deaths  for  the  five 
years  1919-23. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.  Seven  cases  were  notified  during 
the  year  1924 — six  in  the  Combined  Urban  Districts  and  one 
in  the  Combined  Rural  Districts — against  only  one  case  in 

1923,  and  as  against  an  average  of  two  cases  for  the  five  years 
1919-23,  and  an  average  of  four  cases  for  the  five  years  1914-18. 
One  death  occurred,  as  against  no  deaths  in  1923  and  1922, 
two  in  1921,  and  one  death  in  each  of  the  years  1920  and 
1919. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica.  There  was  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  during  the  year 

1924,  there  having  been  nineteen  notifications  against  six  for 
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1923,  and  as  against  an  average  of  four  notifications  for  the 
five  years  1919-23.  Twelve  of  the  cases  during  1924  were 
in  the  Combined  Urban  Districts  and  seven  in  the  Combined 
Rural  Districts.  There  were  nine  deaths — six  in  the 
Combined  Urban  Districts  and  three  in  the  Combined  Rural 
Districts,  as  against  three  deaths  in  the  year  1923  and  as 
against  an  average  of  four  deaths  for  the  four  years  1920-23. 
(The  information  as  to  deaths  from  this  disease  for  years 
prior  to  1919  is  not  available). 

The  Districts  in  which  the  notified  cases  occurred  were 
Kettering  Urban  (4),  Rushden  Urban  (3),  Burton  Latimer 
Urban  (2),  Brixworth  Rural  (2),  and  single  cases  in  Finedon, 
Rothwell  and  Wellingborough  Urban,  Daventry,  Harding- 
stone,  Northampton,  Oxendon  and  Thrapston  Rural. 

The  deaths,  as  shown  in  Table  II.  at  the  end  of  this  Report, 
indicate  that  the  rate  of  mortality  was  greatly  higher  over 
45  years  of  age  than  below  that  period,  seven  out  of  the  nine 
deaths  having  occurred  at  or  over  that  age. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever.  Two  cases  were  notified,  of 
which  one  was  in  Wellingborough  Urban  District  and  one  in 
Oundle  Rural  District ;  the  former  proved  fatal.  There 
were  two  cases  and  two  deaths  in  the  year  1923,  and  an 
average  of  three  cases  and  two  deaths  for  the  five  years 
1919-23.  fiH| 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  Fourteen  cases  were  notified, 
as  against  the  same  number  for  the  year  1923,  and  as  against 
an  average  of  eighteen  cases  for  the  five  years  1919-23.  All 
the  cases  made  an  early  recovery,  with  the  exception  of  one 
which  has  a  small  opacity  of  the  right  eye.  Nine  of  the 
notified  cases  were  in  the  practice  of  mid  wives.  Further 
reference  to  the  whole  of  the  cases  (notified  and  un- notified) 
appears  in  the  report  of  the  Lady  Medical  Officer  on  the 
Inspection  of  Mid  wives  (Appendix  II). 

Mumps.  Some  prevalence  of  this  disease  was  reported 
from  Rushden  Urban  District  and  from  parishes  in  Brixworth, 
Daventry,  Oxendon,  Potterspury  and  Towcester  Rural

Districts,  and  there  was  one  case  reported  from  Oundle- 
Urban  District. 

Vaccination. 

The  figures  for  Vaccination  during  the  year  1923,  which  is 
the  last  year  available  for  insertion  in  this  report,  are  more 
favourable  in  respect  of  “  successful  vaccination”  than 
for  the  ten  preceding  years  in  the  Brackley,  Brixworth, 
Daventry,  Hardingstone,  Oundle,  Potterspury,  Towcester, 
and  Wellingborough  Unions,  and  slightly  better  than  for  the 
five  preceding  years  only  in  the  Kettering,  Peterborough  and 
Thrapston  Unions. 

On  the  whole,  therefore,  the  mean  rate  for  “  total  living 
unvaccinated  ”  amounted  to  75-0  per  cent,  for  the  year  1923, 
as  against  80-6  per  cent,  for  the  quinquennial  period  1918- 
1922  and  76-5  per  cent,  for  that  of  1913-1917.  To  this  extent 
the  figures  for  the  year  are  encouraging ;  but  it  cannot  be 
said  that  the  general  feature  of  a  three-quarters  unvaccinated 
community  of  infants  is  sufficient  to  inspire  a  comforting 
sense  in  the  minds  of  those  who  are  faced  with  the  liability 
to  provide  at  any  moment  for  an  outbreak  of  small-pox  in 
any  part  of  the  County. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

The  Treatment  Centre  in  the  County  for  Venereal  Diseases 
is  established  at  the  Northampton  General  Hospital,  where 
the  work  has  been  efficiently  carried  on  by  the  responsible 
Officers  during  the  past  year.  By  way  of  assistance  towards 
regularity  of  treatment,  it  was  found  necessary,  after  strict 
investigation  as  to  means,  to  repay  the  railway  or  bus  fares 
in  respect  of  nine  persons,  as  against  fifteen  persons  similarly 
situated  during  the  year  1923.  If  it  be  real  evidence  of  a 
commencing  general  decline  in  the  prevalence  of  these  diseases, 
it  may  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  that  the  total  number  of 
new  county  cases  attending  for  treatment  at  the  Centre 
during  the  year  amounted  to  75,  as  against  111  in  1923  and 
101  in  1922.  Of  the  75  persons  who  presented  themselves 
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for  treatment  two  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  conditions 
other  than  Venereal,  as  against  one  in  the  preceding  year. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  rate  of  self-discharges 
•from  the  Centre  for  the  year  1924  was  only  1*19  per  cent., 
as  against  2-22  and  11-58  for  the  years  1923  and  1922 
respectively. 

During  the  year  no  special  propaganda  work  was  carried 
out  under  the  direction  of  the  Council,  but  it  is  intended  that 
some  measure  of  educational  work  shall  now  be  undertaken. 

There  were  eleven  medical  practitioners  in  the  County, 
inclusive  of  the  two  Medical  Officers  of  the  Treatment  Centre, 
scheduled  as  being  qualified  to  receive  free  samples  of  salvarsan 
substitutes  during  the  year  1924 — the  same  number  as  for 
the  year  preceding — and  supplies  were  sent  to  them  at  their 
request  in  respect  of  ten  cases,  as  against  five  cases  in  the 
year  1923.

Isolation  Hospitals  and  Disinfection. 

The  general  economic  situation  and  the  high  costs  still 
prevailing  in  the  building  industry  have  operated  to  prevent 
any  large  extension  of  isolation  hospital  provision,  but 
additional  accommodation  is  intended  to  be  made  by  the 
Kettering  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Board  to  meet  the  re¬ 
quirements  consequent  on  an  agreement  come  to  with 
neighbouring  authorities  during  the  year.  The  original 
constituent  authorities  of  this  Joint  Hospital  Board  were  the 
Urban  and  Kural  Districts  of  Kettering,  and  the  Board  was 
constituted  by  Provisional  Order  in  1895  ;  it  is  now  proposed 
that  the  newly  formed  Urban  District  of  Burton  Latimer, 
which  was  formerly  part  of  the  Kural  District  of  Kettering, 
shall  remain  part  of  the  Joint  Hospital  District,  and  that, 
at  their  request,  the  neighbouring  Urban  Districts  of  Kothwell 
and  Desborough  and  the  Kural  District  of  Oxendon  shall  be 
included  also  within  that  area.  This  constitutes  an  important 
development  in  the  matter  of  isolation  hospital  accommo¬ 
dation,  affecting  an  additional  population  of  12,500  over  that 
served  by  the  original  Hospital  Board,  and  is  subject  only 
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to  the  grant  of  a  Provisional  Order  by  the  Minister  of  Health 
which  is  expected  to  be  issued  during  the  current  year. 

So  far  as  the  existing  Isolation  Hospitals  were  concerned^ 
they  appear  to  have  been  kept  in  good  repair  and  ready  for 
the  reception  of  patients,  but  there  was  no  definite  extension 
of  provision  during  the  year  for  the  isolation  of  small-pox 
cases.  In  respect  of  the  more  usual  zymotic  diseases,  the 
Kettering  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  accommodated  216  Urban 
cases  (194  Scarlet  Fever  and  22  Diphtheria)  and  65  Rural 
cases  (50  Scarlet  Fever  and  15  Diphtheria)  and  had  remaining 
in  isolation  at  the  end  of  the  year  24  Scarlet  Fever  patients 
of  whom  16  were  Urban  cases  and  5  Diphtheria  of  which  3 
were  Urban  cases.  The  total  isolation  afforded  was  thus 
281  cases,  with  a  mortality  of  6  (2  Scarlet  Fever  and  4 
Diphtheria)  as  against  a  total  of  216  in  the  year  1923. 

The  total  number  of  cases  received  into  the  Wellingborough 
Urban  Isolation  Hospital  was  58,  as  against  165  in  1923, 
made  up  of  52  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  5  of  Diphtheria  and  1 
Enteric  Fever.  Of  the  total  number,  22  cases  were  from  the 
Urban  District  and  36  from  other  Districts.  The  utility  of 
this  Hospital  has  been  greatly  enhanced  by  the  recent  addition 
of  two  observation  wards  with  two  beds  each,  and  it  is  recorded 
that  these  have  proved  very  useful. 

The  Daventry  Rural  Isolation  Hospital  was  in  use  during 
the  whole  of  the  year,  and  87  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria  were  treated  therein,  as  against  68  cases  in  1923. 
There  was  no  mortality,  and  the  cases  were  admitted  from 
the  Rural  District  (36),  Daventry  Borough  (37),  Weedon 
Barracks  (3),  and  the  Southam  Rural  District  in  Warwick¬ 
shire  (11). 

Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  cases  numbering  14  in  all, 
of  which  two  were  admitted  from  the  Thrapston  Rural 
District,  formed  the  chief  part  of  those  who  received  treat¬ 
ment  in  the  Oundle  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  and,  with  the 
exception  named,  belonged  to  the  Rural  District ;  there  were 
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isolated,  in  addition,  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  and  one  of 
German  Measles  from  the  Oundle  Urban  District.  The  small 
hospitals  provided  for  the  needs  of  the  Brixworth  and  Gretton 
Rural  Districts  respectively  likewise  provided  needed  isolation 
for  certain  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  there  was  more  general  use  made  of 
the  District  Isolation  Hospitals  during  the  past  year  than 
had  been  noticeable  in  previous  ones. 

TUBERCULOSIS  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION. 

As  will  be  seen  in  the  following  report  by  Dr.  Crane,  M.B.E., 
the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Rushden  House  Sanatorium, 
the  accommodation  for  County  patients  was  increased 
from  50  to  60  beds,  and  certain  other  re-arrangements  are 
projected  which  will  in  my  opinion  enhance  the  usefulness 
of  the  Institution  : — 

During  the  year  1923  sanction  was  obtained  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  the  treatment  of  50  patients  from  the 
area  of  the  County,  and  ex-Service  men  to  the  number  of  5, 
leaving  13  beds  available  for  paying-patients  from  any  area. 
During  the  course  of  the  present  year  sanction  was  obtained 
to  use  60  beds  for  patients  from  the  area  of  the  County,  5  beds 
for  ex-Service  men  and  3  beds  for  paying  patients  and 
emergencies.  For  some  time  during  the  year  two  paying 
patients  were  under  treatment,  one  male  and  one  female. 

London  County  Council  asked  for  the  use  of  3  beds  for 
female  patients.  Permission  was  obtained  from  the  Ministry 
for  this  purpose  and  three  female  patients  from  this  authority 
are  now  under  treatment.  Sanction  has  been  asked  to  extend 
the  total  number  of  beds  to  70  and  to  offer  3  additional  beds 
for  males  to  London  County  Council.  Should  this  be  obtained 
it  is  proposed  to  allocate  the  70  beds  as  follows  : — 60  beds  for 
patients  from  the  area  of  the  County,  2  beds  for  ex-Service 
men,  6  beds  viz. : — 3  for  males  and  3  for  females,  to  London 
County  Council,  2  beds  for  paying  patients  and  emergencies. 

During  the  year,  from  private  sources,  additional  toys  for 
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the  children,  and  books  for  adults  have  been  received  and  one 
of  the  billiard  tables  has  been  re-covered. 

A  four  valve  wireless  set  has  also  been  installed  from  private 
funds,  in  the  consulting  room,  with  extensions  to  the  house 
wards,  and  both  recreation  rooms.  It  is  very  much  appre¬ 
ciated  by  the  patients. 

An  inspection  was  made  by  an  officer  of  the  Ministry,  who 
offered  no  adverse  criticism. 

In  November,  apples  and  pears  were  sent  to  the  County 
Agricultural  Show,  and  it  is  very  gratifying  to  record  that 
five  prizes  were  obtained. 

As  heretofore,  patients  on  admission  are  classified  in 
accordance  with  Memo.  37/T  (Draft)  into  Class  A  and  Class  B 
Groups  1.  2.  3.  The  classification  of  immediate  results  on 
discharge  is  also  in  accordance  with  this  Memo.

Graduated  Exercise.  Five  grades  of  work  have  been 
prepared  on  cards.  Each  patient  is  graded  according  to  his 
or  her  fitness  by  the  Medical  Superintendent,  and  provided 
with  a  card  for  that  particular  grade.  All  work  and  exercise 
is  carried  out  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Superintendent. 

Gardening  and  Agriculture.  Every  endeavour  is  made 
to  make  the  patients  take  a  lively  interest  in  this  work.  The 
patients  are  instructed  by  the  gardener,  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  Medical  Superintendent.  There  is  excellent 
provision  both  for  teaching  and  practice,  there  being  two  hot¬ 
houses,  an  orchard,  two  large  gardens  and  additional  grounds 
round  the  Sanatorium. 

Demonstrations  have  again  been  given  in  pruning,  grafting 
and  spraying  of  fruit  trees  by  the  gardener  and  County 
Horticultural  Superintendent,  and  a  special  demonstration 
was  given  by  the  latter  on  the  grading  and  packing  of  fruit 
for  show  and  sale  purposes. 

Enough  fruit  and  vegetables  have  again  been  grown  to 


N  umber  of  Patients 
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supply  the  Institution  and  enough  potatoes  for  about  six 
months. 

«v 

Poultry  and  Pig  Farming.  An  incubator  and  rearer  are 
kept.  Instructions  in  the  use  of  these  and  in  the  feeding  and 
general  care  of  fowls  and  pigs  have  been  given  by  the  gardener. 
We  have  been  able  to  keep  the  Institution  supplied  with  eggs 
from  our  own  fowls. 

Joinery  and  Carpentry.  Instruction  in  these  is  given 
by  the  handyman”  and  by  any  skilled  patient  who  may 
happen  to  be  undergoing  treatment.  There  is  a  workshop 
sufficiently  equipped  to  allow  of  the  patients  assisting  in 
repairs  of  woodwork,  painting,  etc.,  of  the  buildings.  Once 
again  much  useful  work  has  been  done  in  and  around  the 
Sanatorium ,but  nothing  of  a  skilled  nature  has  been  attempted. 

Boot  Repairs.  The  patients  still  contine  to  make  good 
use  of  the  set  of  Shoemaker’s  tools  provided  for  them,  in  doing 
their  own  repairs. 

School.  Instruction  has  been  given  to  the  children  by 
the  Medical  Superintendent,  no  school  teacher  having  been 
under  treatment  during  the  year. 

I  would  once  again  like  to  record  how  useful  the  patients 
have  been  in  assisting  with  the  upkeep  of  the  grounds  and 
minor  repairs  to  the  buildings.  They  have  more  than  ever 
taken  a  keen  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Sanatorium.

As  heretofore,  all  patients  on  discharge  are  instructed  to 
report  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  at  the  Dispensary  nearest 
their  homes,  and  during  the  past  year  the  majority  have  done 
so. 

Their  discharge  is  notified  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  their  district. 

In  addition  the  admission  and  discharge  of  children  is 
notified  to  the  Local  Education  Authority. 

Notification  of  discharges  is  also  made  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  County  Nursing  Association. 

Large  numbers  of  discharged  patients  still  continue  to 
visit  or  write,  to  tell  me  of  their  progress  and  welfare,  and  in 
many  cases  to  ask  for  advice  or  help.  I  encourage  this 
practice  as  much  as  possible.

Schools. 

The  number  of  School  Departments  closed  during  the  year 
on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  disease  was  59  ;  this  number 
is  comparable  with  113  in  1923,  141  in  1922  and  46  in  1921. 
Much  the  greater  number  of  closures  occurred  during  the  first 
three  months  of  the  year,  and  were  due  chiefly  in  that  period 
to  the  prevalence  of  influenza  ;  later  in  the  year,  measles  and 
whooping  cough  were  the  more  prominent  determining  factors 
leading  to  school  closures.  The  following  tabulation  shows

The  reports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
indicate  that  care  has  been  taken  to  watch  over  the  sanitary 
appliances  and  fittings  at  the  elementary  schools  during  the 
year,  and,  in  view  of  the  Daventry  Rural  District  Council 
having  arranged  for  the  sewering  of  Byfield,  the  Education 
Committee  have  taken  steps  to  effect  the  necessary  alterations 
to  the  offices  at  the  Council  School  so  that  they  may  be 
connected  with  the  sewer. 

Water  Supply. 

I  received  no  complaints  during  the  year  of  any  shortage 
in  respect  of  water  supply  from  any  part  of  the  County,  and 
the  reports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  confirm 
generally  the  fact  that  the  supply  was  equal  to  requirements. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  note  that  there  was  no  evidence 
either  of  any  water-borne  disease  having  occurred  in  any 
District,  and  this  was  due  doubtless,  as  stated  in  the  report 
for  Daventry  Rural,  largely  to  the  care  which  was  exercised 
over  local  wells  in  the  rural  areas.  In  this  same  sense  no* 
public  water  supply  was  brought  under  suspicion  of  having 
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caused  any  preventable  disease.  Some  improvements  in  the 
matters  of  water  supply  were  brought  about,  notably  the 
provision  of  a  joint  public  supply  for  the  villages  of  Marston 
St.  Lawrence  and  Greatworth  in  the  Brackley  Rural  District, 
and  the  fact  that  the  new  supply  at  Corby  in  the  Kettering 
Rural  District  is  reported  to  be  working  well.  In  Brackley 
Borough  steps  are  being  taken  to  replace  the  worn-out 
mechanism  of  the  pumping  apparatus  at  the  deep  well,  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  this  will  soon  be  in  good  working  order, 
while  a  new  mechanical  filter  put  in  at  Desborough  has  helped 
to  keep  the  water  of  that  town  at  a  high  degree  of  purity  and 
has  permitted  the  utilisation  of  all  the  springs  at  the  No.  2 
station.  No  further  structural  alterations  were  required  for 
the  works  at  Raunds  and  no  restrictions  were  required  last 
year  as  to  the  use  of  the  water  there.  I  am  glad  to  be  able 
to  note  that  it  is  reported  a  scheme  for  a  public  supply  for  the 
Parish  of  Thrapston  is  being  formed,  and  that  attention  is 
drawn  to  the  fact  that  an  efficient  supply  for  the  Parish  of 
Stan  wick,  also  in  the  Thrapston  Rural  District,  is  greatly 
needed  ;  in  respect  of  the  same  District,  it  is  stated  also  that, 
on  analysis,  the  water  from  a  spring,  with  which  it  is  proposed 
to  increase  the  water  supply  in  the  Parish  of  Woodford,  was 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Dwelling  Houses  and  Overcrowding. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  houses  in  the  Rural  Districts 
which  were  notified  under  Section  69  of  the  Housing,  Town 
Planning,  &c.,  Act.,  1909,  amounted  to  ten  only  as  against 
twenty-three  during  the  preceding  year.  Of  these  ten,  six 
were  demolished  or  discarded  as  beyond  repair,  two  were 
rendered  fit  for  occupation  and  the  remaining  two  were 
partially  repaired. 

The  actual  progress  in  the  building  of  houses  during  1924 
was  rather  better  than  for  the  year  1923,  and  the  balance  was 
greatly  in  favour  of  private  enterprise  as  compared  with 
housing  schemes  by  local  authorities  in  each  year.  The  total 
number  of  houses  completed,  in  course  of  erection,  or  in 
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prospect  in  1924  was  1,039,  as  against  989  in  1923,  while  the 
percentage  for  similarly  classified  houses  under  Housing 
Schemes  was  28-7  for  the  year  1923  as  against  40-0  for  the 
year  1924. 

The  attached  tables  show  for  each  district  of  the  County 
the  extent  to  which  the  provision  of  housing  accommodation 
has  been  achieved  or  was  in  contemplation  at  the  end  of  the 
year  1924.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that,  in  the  opinion 
of  not  a  few  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  con¬ 
cerned,  there  is  distinct  housing  shortage  still  to  be  made  good. 
The  following  notes  taken  from  their  Annual  Reports  will 
serve  to  indicate  some  of  the  localities  where  the  need  for 
increased  housing  accommodation  is  felt  in  special  degree  — 

Daventry  Borough.  More  houses  are  needed.  Attention 
has  been  paid  to  many  old  houses  and  repairs  been  carried  out. 

Desborough  Urban.  Through  the  new  housing  operations 
the  most  outstanding  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  abated, 
but  there  is  still  room  for  improving  conditions  and  more 
dwellings  are  required. 

Rothwell  Urban.  The  Council  decided  to  purchase  the 
Market  Hill  and  Folly  Lane  housing  sites,  and  the  question 
of  erecting  further  houses  by  the  Council  is  to  be  considered. 

Rushden  Urban.  Overcrowding  is  being  steadily  remedied 
with  the  increase  in  the  number  of  houses. 

Wellingborough  Urban.  Housing  prospects  are  im¬ 
proving,  owing  chiefly  to  the  increased  number  of  subsidy 
houses. 

Brackley  Rural.  In  some  of  the  villages  there  is  still 
need  for  more  houses. 

Brixworth  Rural.  Walgrave  is  badly  in  need  of  houses. 

Crick  Rural.  There  is  still  a  need  for  cottages  in  the 
District. 

Daventry  Rural.  Many  more  houses  are  required  in  a 
large  number  of  the  villages.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  (Pollution  of 

Streams). 

In  the  earlier  part  of  this  report,  note  has  been  made  as  to 
changed  conditions  in  respect  of  pollution  by  sewage  of  the 
River  Cherwell  and  its  tributaries  brought  about  by  the 
passage  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Act,  1924,  through 
Parliament.  The  Districts  affected  by  the  Act  are  the  Rural 
ones  of  Brackley,  Daventry  and  Middleton  Cheney,  within 
which  the  watershed  of  the  Cherwell  is  contained. 

As  has  been  stated  already,  in  respect  of  the  parish  of 
Kings  Sutton,  the  Brackley  Rural  Council  decided  not  to 
proceed  at  that  time  in  carrying  out  a  prepared  scheme  for 
prevention  of  pollution  by  sewage  on  the  ground  of  its  pro¬ 
hibitive  cost.  I  do  not  anticipate  that  this  contention  will 
have  much  weight  with  the  Thames  Conservators,  even 
though  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  states  in  his 
report  that  “  the  question  arises  whether  it  will  not  be  better 
for  property  owners  to  sacrifice  their  holdings  rather  than 
trv  to  bear  the  burden  of  taxation  involved.” 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  sewage  disposal  scheme 
at  Byfield  in  the  Daventry  Rural  District  is  reported  as  making 
good  progress,  and  also  that  steps  are  being  taken  to  deal 
with  the  untreated  portion  of  sewage  at  Braunston  in  the 
same  District.  Alterations  and  extensions  of  the  sewage 
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disposal  works  at  Crick,  which  had  received  the  approval  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  are  now  in  progress,  and  certain 
extensions  of  sewers  have  been  carried  out  in  the  parishes 
of  Stanwick,  Great  Addington  and  Aldwincle  in  the  Thrapston 
Rural  District.  The  new  sprinklers  required  have  now  been 
fitted  to  the  two  filter  beds  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
for  the  Borough  of  Higham  Ferrers,  and  those  for  the  filter 
beds  at  Raunds  have  had  special  repairs  carried  out.  I  have 
found,  on  the  occasion  of  my  various  inspections,  no  serious 
pollutions  from  other  existing  sewage  disposal  works. 

Slaughter-Houses  and  Meat  Regulations. 

Under  date  the  20th  December,  1924,  the  Minister  of  Health 
issued  an  important  Statutory  Order  and  also  Regulations 
relating  respectively  to  (a)  Slaughter-houses  in  Rural  Districts 
and  (6)  to  Meat  sold  or  intended  for  sale  for  human  consump¬ 
tion  in  England.  Under  the  former  oi  these,  it  is  ordered  that 
Rural  District  Councils  shall  have  the  powers,  duties  and 
liabilities  of  Urban  Authorities  relating  to  slaughter-houses 
under  the  Public  Health  enactments  specified  in  the  attached 
schedule,  in  all  those  rural  areas  in  which  urban  powers  as  to 
slaughter-houses  are  not  in  force.  Uniformity  as  to  the 
regulation  of  slaughter-houses  in  all  parts  of  the  country  is 
thus  made  possible,  and  the  value  of  the  Regulations  in 
respect  of  the  use  of  private  slaughter-houses  is  very  evident. 
This  order  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1925. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  besides 
containing  provisions  for  the  regulation  of  slaughter-houses 
and  slaughtering,  and  in  particular  for  requiring  notices  of 
slaughtering  and  of  evidence  of  disease  to  be  given  to  the 
appropriate  officer  of  the  Local  Authority,  provision  is  made 
further  for  “Meat-Marking”  and  “Cleanliness.”  Under 
Part  III.  of  the  Regulations  the  Minister  is  empowered  to 
authorise  a  local  authority  to  adopt  a  distinctive  mark  for 
placing  on  carcases  which  have  been  inspected  at  the  time 
of  slaughter  and  found  to  be  free  from  disease  and  fit  for 
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human  consumption.  The  provisions  as  to  Cleanliness  are 
contained  in  Parts  IV.,  V.,  and  VI.  of  the  Regulations  and  are 
intended  for  the  protection  of  meat  against  contamination 
by  dirt,  &c  ;  they  have  been  framed  with  a  view  to  preventing 
objectionable  practices  in  the  handling,  storage  and  transport 
of  meat,  so  far  as  this  can  be  effected  by  administrative  action 
on  the  part  of  public  authorities. 

To  admit  of  the  necessary  arrangements  being  made  by 
Local  Authorities  and  the  trade,  it  was  provided  that  the 
Meat  Regulations  should  not  come  into  operation  until  the 
1st  April,  1925  ;  but  it  is  very  satisfactory  that  the  important 
provisions  of  both  these  Orders  will  make  for  uniformity  of 
administration  throughout  the  country. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds — Dairy  Cattle. 

Owing  to  the  unfortunate  outbreaks  of  foot  and  mouth 
disease  which  occurred  during  the  year,  the  work  of  Veterinary 
inspection  of  dairy  cows  was  interrupted  in  some  of  the 
Districts  of  the  County  where  this  method  of  inspection  has 
been  instituted  by  the  Local  Authority.  The  Veterinary 
Inspectors  appear  to  have  exercised  commendable  care  to 
avoid  all  risks  of  becoming  unwitting  carriers  of  the  disease. 
It  has  necessarily  followed  that  the  number  of  premises 
visited  and  cattle  inspected  varied  considerably  in  the  four 
quarters  of  the  year  ;  at  the  same  time,  the  work  accomplished 
was  of  much  value,  and  a  gradually  improving  condition  in 
the  health-standard  of  dairy  cows  is  becoming  manifest.  I 
greatly  regret  that  this  Veterinary  inspection  is  not  in  operation 
in  every  area  of  the  County. 

In  the  Borough  of  Higham  Ferrers,  where  the  number  of 
cows  kept  on  9  premises  varied  from  72  to  91  in  different 
quarters  of  the  year,  all  were  found  to  be  clinically  normal 
on  inspection.  In  Irthlingborough  Urban,  from  122  to  114 
cows  in  15  premises,  one  of  which  last  however  was  discon¬ 
tinued  as  a  place  for  the  production  of  milk  during  the  second 
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quarter  of  the  year,  were  examined  and  found  normal  with 
the  exception  of  two  cows  in  one  herd  ;  each  of  these  excepted 
cows  had  an  induration  forming  in  the  udder  and  their  milk 
was  excluded  from  use.  The  quarterly  inspections  at  Raunds 
showed  that  the  condition  of  cows  and  heifers  was  good  and 
the  udders  of  all  sound  ;  the  largest  quarterly  inspection  was 
of  17  premises  and  146  cows  and  heifers.  So  also  in  Rushden, 
the  largest  number  of  premises  visited  in  a  quarter  was  27 
and  the  number  of  cows  inspected  was  193  ;  here,  however, 
one  cow  was  found  affected  with  general  emaciation — probably 
of  tubercular  origin — and  was  removed  from  the  dairy,  as 
was  one  at  Finedon  where  there  were  12  premises  with  cows 
varying  from  141  to  155  in  number. 

There  were  two  Rural  Districts  which,  like  the  foregoing 
Urban  Districts  made  provision  separately  for  veterinary 
inspection,  namely,  Oxendon  and  Thrapston  ;  in  the  former, 
one  suspected  case  of  tuberculosis  was  reported  during  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year,  while  the  condition  of  the  udders  of 
the  cows  and  heifers  in  the  latter  district  were  found  to  be 
sound — the  largest  quarterly  inspection  being  of  57  premises 
and  480  cows  and  heifers. 

There  are  two  Joint  Committees  in  the  County  operating 
for  the  Veterinary  Inspection  of  Cowsheds  and  Dairies,  which 
may  be  conveniently  referred  to  as  the  Kettering  and  Welling¬ 
borough  Joint  Committees,  and  the  reports  of  their  Veterinary 
Officers  contain  very  useful  tabular  statements. 

The  Kettering  Joint  Committee  covers  the  Urban  and 
Rural  Districts  of  Kettering  together  with  the  adjoining 
Urban  Districts  of  Burton  Latimer,  Des  bo  rough  and  Rothwell, 
and  the  Veterinary  Inspector  reports  as  follows  : — 

“  I  have  made  inspections  and  re-inspections  of  premises 
“  in  the  occupation  of  registered  cowkeepers  to  the  number 
“  of  308,  and  of  all  cows  contributing  to  the  Public  Milk 

supply,  to  the  number  of  3,808. 
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“  Depending  upon  the  sanitary  conditions  met  with,  and 
“  the  health  of  the  milk  producing  cows,  the  results  are 
“  classified  under  three  headings,  viz.  : — Classes  A,  B,  and  C. 

“  Class  A  are  those  in  which  the  conditions  have  been 
“  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  the  health  of  the  cows  normal. 

“  Class  B,  those  in  which  some  minor  defect  is  present, 
“  either  as  regards  the  sanitary  state  of  the  sheds  or  the 
“  health  of  the  animals. 

“  Class  C,  those  in  which  sanitation  is  unsatisfactory  or 
“  bad  or  in  which  cows  have  been  found  to  be  giving  milk 
“  likely  to  be  harmful  to  consumers. 

“  Classified  in  this  way  the  results  are  as  follows : —

“  The  main  objectionable  features  in  Class  C  were 
“  Tubercular  disease  of  the  udder,  six  cases;  non-tubercular 
“  mastitis,  three  cases  ;  overcrowding,  one  case  ;  and  a  general 
“  dirty  and  ill-kept  condition  of  the  sheds,  eight  cases.  In 
“  all  cases  where  Tubercular  disease  of  the  udder  has  been 
“  detected  the  affected  cows,  on  request,  were  immediately 
“  removed  from  the  herd  and  slaughtered. 

“  The  sale  of  milk  in  a  few  other  cases  of  acute  or  chronic 
“  udder  affections  was  temporarily  stopped  pending  recovery, 
“  and  in  all  cases  a  readiness  on  the  part  of  owners  to  carry 
“  out  this  precaution  was  met  with. 

“  On  the  whole  I  consider  that  the  business  of  Milk  pro- 
“  duction  has  been  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner  and 
“  that  the  general  conditions  met  with  compare  favourably 
“  with  those  of  previous  years.” 

The  Wellingborough  Joint  Committee  is  appointed  by  the 
Urban  and  Rural  District  Councils  of  Wellingborough,  and 
their  Inspector  similarly  reports  as  follows  : — 
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“  During  the  last  twelve  months,  owing  to  the  prevalence 
M  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  in  and  around  your  Districts, 

“  only  two  inspections  (one  of  which  was  not  completed)  have 
“  been  made.  During  an  epidemic  of  this  nature,  it  is  not 
“  advisable  to  maintain  strict  individual  examinations  of 
“  dairy  cattle  whereby  an  Inspector  might  unknowingly  come 
M  in  contact  with  an  incubating  case  manifesting  no  clinical 
“  symptoms,  and  thus  become  a  carrier,  rapidly  spreading 
■“  the  disease  ;  therefore,  on  the  occurrence  of  Foot  and  Mouth 
“  Disease  in  or  near  this  district,  I  have  immediately  ceased 
■“  to  carry  out  the  inspections. 

“  During  the  inspections,  the  premises  in  the  occupation 
“  of  the  Registered  cowkeepers  have  been  inspected,  and  an 
“  individual  examination  of  the  dairy  cows,  with  special 
“  attention  to  the  udders,  has  been  carried  out. 

“  The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  cowsheds  continues 
“  to  show  improvement.  Lime- washing  and  manure  accumu- 
“  lations  need  constant  watching.  The  cleanliness  of  the 
“  floors,  the  milkers’  bands,  and  the  cows’  udders  and  extremi- 
“  ties,  do  not  receive  sufficient  attention. 

“  With  few  exceptions,  the  general  condition  of  the  cows 
“  throughout  the  year  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

“  The  number  of  cows  inspected,  the  condition  of  their 
“  udders  receiving  special  attention,  is  2,076,  of  which  2,058 
“  or  99T3  per  cent,  showed  no  clinical  derangement.  The 
“  udders  found  to  be  abnormal  whether  from  benign  or 
“  serious  affections,  numbered  18  or  -86  per  cent.,  and  were 
“  in  a  condition  calculated  to  render  the  milk  harmful  for 
“  human  consumption.  Of  these,  16,  or  *77  per  cent,  of  the 
“  total  number  of  cows,  were  affected  with  tuberculosis,  the 
“  remainder  being  cases  of  acute  mastitis. 

“  The  cowkeepers  continue  to  display  willingness  to  act 
“  on  my  suggestions,  and  to  abate  the  various  nuisances  when 
“  pointed  out.” 

In  view  of  the  progress  which  has  taken  place  in  this  form 
of  inspection  of  dairy  cattle,  I  cannot  but  express  the  hope 
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that  the  remaining  Districts  of  the  County,  where  it  is  not  as 
yet  in  operation,  may  be  induced  to  establish  it  either  singly 
or  jointly. 

Food  Inspection  and  Adulteration. 

The  reports  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  seven 
Districts  record  the  fact  that  either  no  diseased  meat  prose¬ 
cutions  took  place,  no  meat  was  condemned  or  unhealthy 
carcases  seized  as  unfit  for  consumption,  no  action  had  been 
called  for  regarding  unsound  food,  or  that  no  unsound  food 
.  had  been  met  with  during  the  year.  It  is  of  great  value  that 
all  the  reports  should  contain  evidence  such  as  this  to  show 
that  watchfulness  over  the  food  supply  of  the  community 
is  regularly  maintained,  and  that  it  should  not  be  left  merely 
to  conjecture  as  to  what  the  general  food  conditions  in  the 
County  may  be  when  based  only  on  the  records  of  those 
Districts  within  which  seizures  or  surrenders  of  unsound 
food  are  made  from  time  to  time.  It  is  gratifying  that  this 
view  is  obtaining  increased  recognition,  and  it  will  I  hope 
become  a  matter  of  regular  routine  to  make  full  record  in  all 
future  annual  reports. 

It  is  specially  worthy  of  note  that  there  appears  to  be 
general  co-operation  between  the  vendors  and  the  local 
sanitary  officers  in  respect  of  questionable  or  obviously 
unsound  food,  for  the  records  clearly  show  that  food,  during 
the  past  year,  has  been  much  more  often  “surrendered” 
by  vendors  than  “  seized  ”  by  local  officers.  This  is  a  very 
satisfactory  feature  as  such  co-operation  is  calculated  to  reduce 
as  speedily  as  possible  the  risk  of  suspicious  food  being  placed 
upon  the  market. 

The  Districts  having  negative  reports  were  the  Rural  ones 
of  Brackley,  Brixworth,  Crick,  Daventry,  Easton-on-the-Hill, 
Northampton  and  Potterspury,  while  the  following  brief 
summaries  indicate  the  action  required  and  described  in  other 
areas  : — 

Daventry  Borough.  Found  unfit  and  destroyed  :  Beef 
210  lbs.,  Pork  166  lbs.,  Fish  168  lbs.,  Crabs  30. 
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Higham  Ferrers  Borough.  Diseased  meat  and  other 
foods  surrendered  and  destroyed,  17  cwts.  3  qrs.  9  lbs. ;  29 
blown  tins  of  fish,  fruit,  &c. 

Burton  Latimer  Urban.  325  lbs.  Pork  and  Offal  and 
131  lbs.  Beef  and  Offal  were  condemned  and  destroyed. 

Desborough  Urban.  One  carcase,  voluntarily  surrendered 
was  condemned  and  destroyed. 

Finedon  Urban.  2  Pigs,  weighing  257  lbs.  ;  and  45  tins 
of  Fish,  Fruit,  &c.,  were  surrendered  and  destroyed. 

Irthlingborough  Urban.  No  Meat ;  but  53  lbs.  of  tinned 
Fruits,  Fish  and  Tomatoes  surrendered  and  destroyed. 

Kettering  Urban.  54  tons  of  food,  chiefly  meat,  was 
condemned  and  destroyed.  Proceedings  were  taken  against 
a  stall-holder  in  the  market  for  exposing  unsound  fish  for 
sale,  and  a  penalty  of  £5  was  inflicted. 

Raunds  Urban.  Fore-quarters  of  one  sheep  found  to  be 
unsound  and  destroyed. 

Rothwell  Urban.  It  was  necessary  to  condemn  220  lbs. 
of  Beef. 

Wellingborough  Urban.  8  cwt.  2  qrs.  4  lbs.  Meat ; 

2  qrs.  of  Fish  ;  1  qr.  27  lbs.  of  Bacon  ;  1  ton  of  Vegetables 
and  24  lbs.  of  Tinned  Food  condemned  and  destroyed. 

Hardingstone  Rural.  120  lbs.  of  Meat  surrendered, 
condemned  and  destroyed. 

Oundle  Rural.  1  carcase  of  a  heifer  and  3  sheep  found 
unfit  for  human  consumption  and  destroyed. 

Thrapston  Rural.  Over  3  qrs.  of  Tinned  Foods  were 
surrendered  and  destroyed. 

Towcester  Rural.  No  prosecutions ;  but  1  ton  2  qrs. 

9  lbs.  of  unsound  Meat,  besides  1  cwt.  2  qrs.  27  lbs.  of  Tomatoes 
and  23  lbs.  of  Fruit  were  surrendered  and  destroyed. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  learn  that  nowhere  was  there  apparently 
any  excessive  amount  of  newly  prepared  unsound  food,  and 
that  preserved  foods  formed  a  considerable  portion  of  what 
it  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  and  destroy. 
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A  small  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  at  Kettering 
during  October,  which  was  traced  to  a  single  block  of  pressed 
pork  and  tongue  ;  the  remainder  of  this  meat  was  confiscated. 
A  close  enquiry,  assisted  by  an  Officer  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  failed  to  account  for  the  meat  being  affected. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  Milk  and  Cream 

Regulations. 

The  following  are  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Public  Analyst, 
appointed  for  the  Administrative  County,  upon  the  articles 
submitted  to  him  for  analysis  under  the  above  Acts  and 
Regulations  during  the  year  ended  the  31st  December,  1924  : —

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Of  the  371  samples  of  Milk,  330  were  genuine  and  of  good 
quality,  while  36 — or  nearly  10  per  cent  — were  reported  as 
adulterated,  26  being  deficient  in  fat  and  10  being  watered. 
The  proportion  of  unsatisfactory  samples  is  decidedly  higher 
than  in  the  previous  year,  and  in  several  cases  gross  adultera¬ 
tion  was  revealed  In  no  case  was  any  preservative  present 
in  the  samples  of  Milk. 

The  samples  of  Cream  examined  were  genuine  and  free  from 
preservatives,  but  were  rather  poor  in  fat. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  number  of  Butters  con¬ 
taining  boracic  preservatives  was  very  much  smaller  during 
the  past  year.  Only  four  of  the  eighteen  samples  examined 
contained  this  preservative.  In  the  previous  year  fourteen 
samples  contained  boracic  preservatives. 

The  only  other  samples  containing  chemical  preservatives 
were  four  samples  of  non-alcoholic  cordials  and  three  samples 
of  Pork  Pies.  In  the  case  of  the  Pork  Pies  the  amount  of  the 
preservative  was  under  15  grains  to  the  pound.  Two  samples 
of  Sausages  were  free  from  this  preservative. 

The  preservative  present  in  the  non-alcoholic  wines  was 
Salicvlic  acid,  and  in  two  cases  the  amount  of  this  was  about 
four  times  as  much  as  the  limits  suggested  as  permissible  in 
the  recommendations  of  the  Departmental  Committee  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  in  1901.  Kecently,  however,  the 
Departmental  Committee  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  have 
reported  upon  the  question  and  have  recommended  the  total 
prohibition  of  Salicylic  acid  and  Boracic  acid  in  articles  of 
food  and  drink.  When  this  recommendation  has  been  given 
legal  force,  the  promiscuous  drugging  of  articles  of  food  and 
drink  can  be  effectively  dealt  with. 

Two  samples  sold  as  Ginger  Brandy  were  simply  non¬ 
alcoholic  syrups  flavoured  with  ginger.  One  sample  contained 
about  1  grain  to  the  pint  of  Salicylic  acid.  The  Cowslip  Wine 
contained  29  per  cent  Proof  Spirit. 

The  samples  of  Jam  were  free  from  chemical  preservatives, 
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but  three  of  them  were  inferior  and  contained  some  quantity 
of  glucose  syrup. 

The  samples  of  Cocoa  were  genuine  and  free  from  Arsenical 
contamination. 

The  sample  of  Margarine  was  genuine,  but  contained 
Boraoic  preservative. 

Two  samples  of  so-called  “  Custard  Powder”  proved,  on 
examination,  to  be  nothing  but  starch  coloured  and  flavoured. 
To  describe  such  a  material  as  “  Custard  Powder”  or 
“  Cream  Custard  ”  is  altogether  misleading,  but,  unfortun¬ 
ately,  the  trade  description  “  Custard  Powder”  applied  to 
materials  devoid  of  the  essential  constituents  of  real  custard, 
i.e.,  eggs  and  milk,  has  become  firmly  established. 

One  sample  of  Malt  Vinegar  was  of  low  quality.

Public  Health  (Condensed  Milk)  Regulations,  1923. 

There  were  no  samples  of  Condensed  Milk  taken  for  analysis 
during  the  year  Packages,  however,  were  examined  from 
time  to  time  to  ascertain  that  the  tins  were  labelled  in  the 
prescribed  manner 

Public  Health  (Dried  Milk)  Regulations,  1923, 

No  samples  were  taken  under  the  above  Regulations  during 
the  year. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922. 

Eight  samples  of  Grade  A  Milk  were  taken,  one  of  which 
contained  bacillus  coti  in  1/10,000  c.c.  A  warning  was  given 
in  this  case.  In  other  respects  the  provisions  of  the  Regu¬ 
lations  were  complied  with. 
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Of  the  three  samples  of  Cream  one  was  an  informal  sample 
submitted  to  the  department  by  a  private  purchaser  who  was 
of  opinion  that  its  consistency  indicated  the  presence  of 
preservatives.  The  others  were  samples  of  tinned  cream. 

As  mentioned  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1923,  Cream  is 
rarely  sold  in  this  County  unless  previously  ordered. 

I  am  in  full  agreement  with  the  remarks  of  the  Public 
Analyst  in  respect  of  the  misleading  character  of  the  descrip¬ 
tions  of  articles  sold  as  “Custard  Powder”  or  “Cream 
Custard  ”  when  these  do  not  contain  the  constituents  of  real 
custard — eggs  and  milk  ;  but,  at  the  present  time,  it  appears 
to  be  unlikely  that  proceedings  can  be  instituted  with  success¬ 
ful  results  after  the  failure  of  the  prosecution  by  the  Durham 
County  Council  in  this  connection  in  December,  1924.  In 
this  case,  proceedings  were  taken  in  respect  of  a  certain 
“  Cream  Custard  ”  which  on  analysis  was  found  to  consist 
of  maize  farina,  tinted  and  flavoured  ;  but  the  tin,  containing 
this  composition,  bore  a  label  of  the  manufacturer  stating 
that  it  did  not  contain  cream,  and  the  case  was  accordingly 
dismissed.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TUBERCULOSIS 
OFFICER  FOR  THE  YEAR  1924. 


I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Department  for  tbe  year  1924. 

During  the  year  the  work  has  been  carried  out  on  the  usual 
lines  ;  no  outstanding  events  fall  to  be  recorded  and  there 
have  been  no  changes  in  the  staff. 

The  general  scheme  of  previous  reports  has  again  been 
adopted  to  facilitate  comparison  of  the  figures. 

DISPENSARY  WORK.

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Table  I.  shows  in  detail  the  general  work  done  at  the 
Dispensaries  during  the  year.  1,265  patients  visited  the 
three  Dispensaries  and  made  a  total  of  3,519  visits  or  an 
average  of  three  visits  per  patient.  Of  the  1,265  patients 
attending,  574  or  45-3  per  cent  were  insured  persons,  538 
or  42-5  per  cent,  were  non-insured  persons  and  153  or  12  T 
per  cent,  were  ex-service  patients.  The  total  number  of 
patients  attending  the  Dispensaries  during  the  year  was 
practically  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year  but  the  total 
number  of  visits  made  by  patients  was  considerably  less  than 
last  year’s  figure.  This  was  again  due  to  the  intervals 
between  visits  made  by  patients  who  were  not  receiving 
actual  treatment  at  the  Dispensaries  being  longer  than 
formerly.

Table  II.  shows  that  275  new  patients  presented  themselves 
for  examination  at  the  Dispensaries  for  the  first  time  during 
1924.  Of  these,  142  or  51-6  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  suffer¬ 
ing  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  18  were  found  to  be 
suffering  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  63  or  23  per 
cent,  were  suspected  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  and  52  or  19  per 
cent,  revealed  no  evidence  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  Table  also  shows  that  of  the  275  New  Patients,  168  or

Table  III.  shows  that  263  contacts  were  examined  during 
the  year  in  addition  to  the  275  New  Patients.  Of  these,  34 
or  12-9  per  cent  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  28  or  10-6  per  cent,  were  suspected  cases  of 
Tuberculosis,  and  199  or  75-6  per  cent  showed  no  signs  of 
Tuberculosis.  The  number  of  contacts  examined  was  greater 
than  last  year’ s  figure. 

Tables  IV.  and  V.  show  the  occupational  incidence  of 
Tuberculosis  among  the  new  patients.  It  will  be  noted  that 
about  half  of  the  insured  persons  found  to  be  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  were  engaged  in  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Trade. 

Table  VI.  shows  the  occupational  incidence  in  the  case  of 
contacts  found  to  be  suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 
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Home  Visitation  by  Tuberculosis  Nurses. 

During  the  year  the  three  Tuberculosis  Nurses  made  6,381 
visits  to  the  homes  of  tuberculous  patients  Of  these,  5,045 
were  made  to  the  homes  of  insured  and  non-insured  patients 
and  1,336  to  the  homes  of  ex-service  patients. 

Laboratory  Work 

During  the  year,  220  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined 
for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.  Of  this  number,  73  were 
positive  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  147  negative.  In  addition, 
191  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined  for  albumen.  In  73 
of  these,  albumen  was  present  and  in  118  absent.  Although 
the  latter  test  is  by  no  means  specific  for  tuberculosis, 
it  is,  in  my  opinion,  of  considerable  value  and  well 
worth  carrying  out. 

Shelters. 

The  number  of  shelters  occupied  by  tuberculous  patients 
during  the  year  was  20.  All  these  are  the  property  of  the 
County  Council.  Four  of  the  shelters  were  transferred  to 
different  parts  of  the  County  during  the  year.

Of  the  total  births  registered  in  the  Comity  (3,494),  50-7 
per  cent.  (1,770)  were  attended  by  midwives  (as  against  54-7 
per  cent.,  51-9  per  cent,  and  51  per  cent,  in  the  three  previous 
years). 

Of  these  births,  454  or  25-6  per  cent,  were  attended  by 
bona  fide  midwives.

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There  is  a  Midwives  Association  to  which  all  mid  wives  may 
belong,  which  meets  monthly  for  lecture  and  tea.  The  lectures 
are  generally  given  by  local  medical  practitioners,  who  have 
been  most  helpful,  and  the  attendance,  as  a  rule,  has  been 
good. 

No  penal  procedure  was  necessary  this  year,  and  only  one 
letter  of  censure  was  sent  to  a  nurse  who  failed,  for  the  first 
time,  to  comply  with  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board.

The  table  is  a  rather  depressing  sight,  especially  when  the 
falling  birth  rate  is  taken  into  account,  but  I  am  convinced 
that  as  regards  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  the  situation  is  not 
quite  so  bad  as  it  looks.  All  cases  recovered  (most  in  a  few 
days)  with  the  exception  of  one  case  treated  in  Kettering 
Hospital,  which  has  a  small  opacity  of  the  right  eye.  This 
indicates  that  even  mild  cases  are  notified,  and  that  the 
situation  is  well  in  hand.  As  regards  Puerperal  Fever,  there 
were  seven  deaths  in  comparison  with  six  in  1923,  five  in 
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1922,  five  in  1921,  eight  in  1920,  and  two  in  1919.  The 
notification  of  these  cases  is  sadly  incomplete  still,  but  I  think 
that  an  increasing  number  of  the  cases  occurring  is  discovered 
in  one  way  or  another  and  that  the  cause  of  death  is  more 
correctly  stated  than  formerly.  It  is  felt  by  many  medical 
practitioners  that  some  provision  should  be  made  for  the 
supply  of  ante-streptococcic  serum  for  use  in  cases  of  Puerperal 
Fever,  as  it  is  not  possible  in  most  cases  that  this  should  be 
paid  for  by  the  patient.  Some  details  of  all  maternal  deaths 
are  given  below,  those  referring  to  other  accidents  and  diseases 
of  pregnancy  and  parturition  having  been  obtained  from  the 
Registrar-General.

In  December,  a  monthly  Ante-Natal  Centre  was  started 
in  Wellingborough.  The  attendance  (average  six  per  session) 
is  satisfactory,  although  it  should  be  improved  upon  in  time. 


Stillbirths.  The  mid  wives  annual  returns  show  44  Male 
and  25  Female  stillbirths  or  3-9  per  cent. of  the  births  attended, 
a  slight  increase  on  last  year’s  figure.  As  no  inquests  are  held 
it  is  unknown  what  these  deaths  are  due  to.  What  informa¬ 
tion  can  be  obtained  without  an  examination  of  the  body  is 
referred  to  later,  under  “  Health  Visiting.” 

Feeding  of  Infants.  The  figures  for  feeding  during  the 
puerperium  are : — 

Of  1,719  live  infants,  seven  died  before  feeding  ;  the  re¬ 
maining  1,712  were  :  Breast  fed,  95*6  per  cent.  ;  partly  breast 
and  partly  artificially  fed,  IT  per  cent.  ;  artificially  fed,  3-3 
per  cent.  This  shows  a  slight  tendency  towards  artificial 
feeding  over  the  previous  14  years  which  were  almost  identical, 
shewing  an  average  of  2-6  per  cent.,  artificially  fed. 
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The  reasons  for  artificial  feeding  of  the  above  cases  were

Seventy-five  cases  were  wholly  or  partly  artificially  fed, 
but  only  36  notifications  were  received,  although  a  special 
letter  was  sent  last  year  calling  attention  to  a  similar 
failure.  Very  insufficient  reasons  are  at  times  given  for  so 
serious  a  step,  as  for  example  “  no  milk.”  It  is  improbable 
that  with  care  there  would  be  a  failure  of  milk,  this  being 
considered  by  experts  as  practically  never  occurring.  It 
almost  certainly  did  not  occur  in  so  large  proportion  as 
13  out  of  36.

(b)  Mental  Defectives. 

Ten  new  cases  said  to  be  mentally  defective  were  examined 
with  a  view  to  certification.  Of  these,  two  were  considered 
by  me  not  to  be  defective,  one  remains  at  home,  the  other 
was  admitted  to  the  Lady  Chichester  Hospital  for  Functional 
Nervous  Disorders,  in  July,  and  was  still  there  in  December, 
the  United  Services  Fund  paying  5/-  per  week  and  the  parents 
5/-  and  the  hospital  agreeing  to  accept  the  case  for  this  sum. 
Treatment  for  functional  nervous  disorders,  which  may 
develop  into  moral  defects,  is  very  difficult  to  obtain  outside 
London,  and  probably  no  other  institution  would  have 
accepted  the  case  for  so  small  a  figure  as  the  above.  The 
patient  was  progressing  favourably  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  Conference  on  Mental  Defect  was  held  in  London  from 
May  27th  to  29th,  and  the  Committee  for  the  Care  of  the 
Mental  Defectives  was  good  enough  to  send  me.  Unfortun¬ 
ately,  one  might  have  supposed,  to  hear  the  addresses,  that 
children  became  mentally  defective  at  seven  years  of  age 
and  ceased  to  be  defective  at  16  years  of  age,  as  there  was  no 
reference  to  them  at  the  ages  at  which  this  department  deals 
with  them,  i.e.,  before  and  after  school  age. 

Forty-eight  cases  were  under  the  supervision  of  the  Health 
Visitors  during  the  year,  and  six- weekly  reports  were  presented 
on  these.  Escort  was  provided  on  two  occasions  for  the 
conveyance  of  Defectives  to  Institutions.
